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DUNEDIN NOTES.

TwelTB members of the Armed Constabu- 
lary who were pi cked in Wellington to supply 
the places of the Dunedin policemen wbo 
struck duty, arrived yesterday. By this ill- 
advised action in refusing to do duty unless 
their rate of pay was increased, nineteen 
members of the old Force have lost their 
situations entirely. Certainly they had just 
reason to be dissatisfied with their pay, and 
had public feeling entirely with them, so far 
as that was concerned ; but it was hardly to 
be expected that Government would allow it- 
self to be coerced into conceding a rise in 
their wages by a proceeding so much to be 
deprecated, and so subversive of all discipline, 
as a strike. No doubt the proceeding was 
hastily adopted, while smarting under the in- 
justice done them by the Provincial Council in 
determining that the wages of the men should 
remain at a figure which is universally ac- 
knowledged to be too little ; in fact this is 
shown by tbeir subsequent apology and re- 
quest to be reinstated in their former posi- 
tions ; yet it is necessary that the authorities 
should show themselves equal to an emer- 
gency such as the one which occurred. It is, 
of course, matter of opinion whether the ab- 
solute dismissal of the men was not rather too 
harsh a course to adopt under the circum- 
stances. The Northern men have been placed 
on duty, and will remain until such time as 
the Foreo is re-organised, and in a state of 
comparative efficiency. The Commissioner 
of Police has had any number of applications 
for enroltuent in the new force, notwithstand- 
ing the low rate of pay. It seems rather 
strange that there should be so many men 
ready to embrace the irksome and disagree- 
able life of a policeman at such low wages, 
remembering that to be qualified for entering 
tile Force tliey mxist possess a good education, 
a tall stature, a robust constitution, and also 
that they have to pay for their expensive uni- 
forms out of their wages. It indicates pretty 
clearly tliat there are plenty of men only too 
glad to get anything to do, no matter how 
small the remuneration. 

We have had quite an agitation during the 
piist week on the subject of the storage of 
kerosene, consequent upon an application for 
a license for a new bond in Stuart-sircet. 
The proprietors of the present bond were of 
course up in arms .at once wlicn the applica- 
tion for a second license was talked of, and 
the cry of “ danger to the city,” owing to the 
situation of tlie new warehouse, wa.s skilfully 
introduced into tlieir opposition. It seemed 
to have the desired efl'ect on the minds (if 
they liave any) of some of the noodles wbo 
occupy seats in the City Council, and not- 
withstanding that public opinion w'as almost 
entirely with the applicants, tliese vacillating 
humbugs declined to recommend the Govern- 
ment to grant the application. Although the 
present licensees have in the meantime gained 
the day, I understand that they will not long 
retain the monopoly they at present possess, 
as it is in contemplation to build another bond 
in a position which cannot he objected to by 
tile City Council or the Government. 

Tlie lithographed sheet containing the por- 
traits of the members of the Provincial Coun- 
cil, and known on tlie Gold-fields as the 
“ Forty Tliieves,” has been tlie cause, in 
combination witli tlie well -conditioned person 
of the honorable member for Dunstan, of 
some little amusement this week. Mr' 
Tiiom.as Luther Shepherd, M.P.C., declined 
to pay for the copy of tlie sheet which has 
been supplied to him by the publishers. Mills, 
D’ck, Lister, and Co,, and the consequence 
was that Mr Shepherd was summoned for the 
amount. Tiie ease was gone into ivith con- 
siderable gusto, and resulted in judgment 
being given for the defendant, who denied 
having given plainiifls the order for the copy 
which had been sent to him, and also took 
occasion to remark that be considered Mills, 
Dick, Lister, and Co. ought to be subjected 
to an action far caricaturing honorable luom- 
bers. Certainly the title which has been 
given to tlie lithograph would seem to war- 
rant Mr Sliephetd’s remark. 

Tlio credit of possessing tlie virtue of per- 
severauce in a more th.an ordin.ary degree 
must certainly be given to Mr J. C. Gallo- 
way and Mr Francis AI'Grath, two of our 
citixeiis wliose aspirations to become publi- 
cans must indeed bo great. For the ninth 
time they scut in appliciitions to tlio quar- 
terly licensing meeting held on TucsiLay, for 
licenses for their respective houses, and for 
the ninth time their applications were re- 
fused. Tiiey must evidently be under the im- 
pression tli.at they will eventually wear out 
the patience of the ILagistrates. If they 
haunt tlie quarterly licensing meetings much 
longer they will become as well known in the 
Dunedin Court as were Dickens’s “Bleak 
House” characters, Miss Flitc and the Man 
froiu Sliropsliirc, iii tlie Court of Chancery.

GARRICK WATER RACE.

Snt, — With reference to Mr Taylor’s letter, 
which appeared in last week’s Argus, regarding 
the Garrick Water Race, the gist of which, 1 
suppose, is to show that the information con- 
tained in the paragraph in your issue of the 21st 
April was derived from me, I have to reiterate 
my former denial of ever having said that the 
six and a quarter miles of the race which I sur- 
veyed could have an extra fall of 37ft. ; and that 
such was imputed can be easily verified by refer- 
ring to the Argus of the above date. 

As Mr Taylor himself admits that the actual 
statement made was “that 1 thought an extra 
fall of three feet to the mile on the six and a 
quarter miles might be got,” and then directly 
acknowledges misrepresenting this as an extra 
fall of from 20ft. to 30ft. , I think further com- 
ment is unnecessary. 

Regarding the high opinion which it was im- 
plied [ entertained of the practic.ability of bring- 
ing in the water, I heg to repeat that such was 
only expressed of the part I surveyed ; the other 
portion, not having even walked over, I should 
not presume to offer an opinion upon, the more 
espeei.alty as my professional opinions are not 
usu.illy founded upuu hearsay or unreliable re- 
ports. 

Ill conclusion, I have to state that I have not 
the slightest objection to my name being made 
use of to the fullest e.xteut, so lung as tlie truth 
is strictly adhered to ; otlierwise I shall certainly 
object, as 1 have no intention of being plased in 
a false position.

Bathing in the Hot Springs. 

A writer in the Napier Tdeijraph tints de- 
scribes a bathe iu the hot si>riiigs of Ora- 
keikorako : — The baths are in continual use 
by the natives — meti, women, and children 
together luxuriate in them indiscriminately 
— placidly smoking, and puliiiig away care — 
tlmt is, if tlicy liave any care, wliich we a’- 
most doubt. Tlio evening after nnr .arriv.al, 
the water was studded with black heads, dis- 
tinctly seen frimi the village heights. Hoing 
lovers of tiie batli, wo descended to indulge 
iu the luxury ; appro.'iching with a towel, we 
expected the ladies would retire— no sueli 
thing. Wo waited a little, and pretended to 
regard some shnibs in the neighhonrliood. 
The hulie.s still smoked, and tliey still re- 
mained. It was emhaiT.assiug ! It could 
not be expected, that after travelling 120 
miles or moro for the purpose of bathing wo 
should undergo disappointment — what could 
be dime 1 At last we told these interesting 
])eo]do wh.'it our inelinatloiis were, — the an- 
swer was “come iu.” Wc screwed our cou- 
rage to the sticking place, and “ in perfect 
iniiooeiicc wo then made our toilet.” In a 
second, or.e foot was in the pool, ami in less 
than anntlier it was out again. It was beyond 
physical or philosophical enihir.anc ; — in short 
was insnppoitibly liot. We had forgotten 
tlie natural law that compels the hottest jiar- 
ticles of w'ater to seek the surface — hero was 
a dilemma. On the verge of that trcaclim’ons 
bath “wc were the observed of all obser- 
vers we wore not ambitious, and the dis- 
tinction was not gratifying. At last one cum- 
pas.sionatfl matron (may her shadow never 
grow less !) gave two or three sweeps of the 
hand, causing tho hotter HU'd'm to commingle ; 
when the heat wasthus moditiediuwe jumped, 
and were (piickly suhiiicrgod. Everything 
w:i.s ilotie with dignity .and decorum. The 
j fluid was .so exceedingly soft, tlie heat so 
' agfecabte, that one al most .sighs to le.avc. Ai 
I this place, fed as the baths arc liy the boil 
ing fountain, the surface water needs occa- 
siumil disturbance and dhiper.sion. 



The Late New Gainea Expedition. 

The story of the loss of tho Maria with the 
New Guinea Expedition roads like the record 
of a disaster in early days of maritime adven- 
ture. The whole of tho arrangements at the 
outset seem to have been of tho must h.ap- 
hazard, primitivo character ; and except in 
tho possession of six-barrelled revolvers, it 
does not apiiear that tlie expedition hail any 
advantage of acquipment or scientific direc- 
tion over one of two centuries ago. In n gale 
that tliey encountered, tlie old ship sprang a 
leak, .and tho water “ was not dropping, but 
running" into the vessel. It was determined 
to run for shore, .and the frequent display of 
“ corpse lights” .at tho mast-head added to 
the depression of spirits and boding feeling 
of evil at baud. They got entangled in the 
reefs, with tlie brcakei’s all around, ran help- 
lessly on a rock, and the vessel began to break 
up. The mate, while constructing some frail 
r.atts, was “crazy ivitli exeitement,” and soon 
afterwards the eapfcuu ami six men took away 
the only good boat they had, leaving the rest 
to their fate. One or two members of the 
crew seem to h.ave .acted with all the courage 
and c.alm intrepidity in wliich Euglishinen in 
times of peril liavc never been found want- 
ing ; and tlie second mate, Jlr C. F. Andrew, 
perished whilst aiding with his last efforts to 
facilitate the escape of his companions. Even 
at tills moment of crisis, tho occasion was no t 
destitute of oloinents of quaint, grim hmiior. 
A discussion arose about the disposal of tlie 
liquor on board, and one of the men on board 
proposed to his imato tliat they should take a 
“ big drink for the last,” to which the other 
answered with thostrangely-cxpresscdscriii ile, 

‘ No, no ; it won’t do to go to lieli drunk” : 
herein differing from the sailors at the sliip- 
ivreck in Don J iian, who, 

“ Ere they simk, 

“ Thought it would be becoming to die drunk.” 
Ill terrible contr.ast with this incident is tlie 
]iieture drawn by the simple dcscriiitiou of 
the sinking of tho ship with those who were 
upon it: “There was no outcry; only a 
slight wail from those who were suildenly 
submerged.” Tiion the subsequent wild vi- 
cissitudes of the survivors, their struggling 
for days through the bush, suffering luingor, 
thirst, fatigue, and constantly harassed by 
the savage .attacks of tho murlcroiis blacks ; 
while their eompanions left on the rafts were 
falling victims to the weather and the sc.a, 
and many were floating dead aro.md the few 
timbers they h.ad hastily iKUiiid together — it 
.all sounds as terrililo a romance .as that given 
by Kingsley in “ Wc.stwa'-'d Ho !” Who is 
to blame for all this ? what degree of rceldcss- 
ness was shown in the navigation of theshi])! 
and wliat amount of olKeial neglect was in- 
volved in allowing a vcsiel of such a charac- 
ter to sail away on such a jniimey witli 70 or 
80 men, who by an evasive fiction were en- 
rolled as seamen, butwere quite imacquainlod 
with the working of a ship 1 — these are ijnes- 
tions wliicli may be tlie subject of authorita- 
tive enquiry. In the mean tinie, wc have to 
regret the loss of 30 or 40 biave, enterprising 
men, wlio perished in the attempt to pnsli 
the outposts of civilisation into a region hi- 
therto beyond its inffuouee, ami to carry on 
furtlicr tho work of exploration iu which 
Eiiglislimeii have for tho last three centuries 
been engaged in every ijuartur of the globe.

LAND TRANSFER ACT. 

L ands alienated or Contracted 

to be Alienated from the Crown- in fee, 
"prior to the coming into the operation of “ The 
Land Transfer Act, 1870,” may be bronghfc un- 
der the provisions of the Act by application from 
the persons entitled thereto. 

All LArms alienated from the Crown after 
the coming into operation of “ The Land Trans- 
fer Act, 1870,” are subject to, and must bo dealt 
with in manner prescribed by the Act. 

The following are examples of the fees payable 
for bringing land under the provisions of the 
Land Transfer Act : — 

1. When the Title consists of a Grant, d.ated on 
or subsequent to the 28th December, 1841, 
none of the land included in avhich has been 
dealt with— 

Where the certiflcato of title is di- 
rected to issue in the name of 
the applicant : value of land, 

£100 0 11 2 

Where the certificate of title is di- 
rected to issue ill the name of 
the purchaser : value of land, 

£100 ... _ 1 11 2 

These charges are increased by 4s 2d (Assur- 
ance Fund) tor every additional £ 100 in value. 

2. When the Applic<ant is the original Grantee, 
and the land has been dealt with ; or where 
the Applicant Is not the original Grantee — 
Where the value of the land is f 100 2 14 2 

AVhere the value of the land is £200 3 3 4 

Where the value of the land is £300 3 12 0 

Where the value of the land is £400 4 1 8 

dVhere the value of the land is above £400, 
the fees increase at the rate of 4s 2d (Assurance 
Fund) for every additional £100 in value. 

These Charges aho represent the east of Con- 
vey'uig Land, 

inasmuch as applicants to bring land under the 
Act can direct the certificates of title to issue 
in the names of any other persons. 

Credit for Fees is given, 

when desired by the applicant, in all cases where 
the proprietor applies to have the land registered 
Tinder the Act in his own name, and the fees 
may remain unpaid until the land is dealt with. 

Any person, therefore, who wishes to bring 
his land under the provisions of the Act, in order 
that whenever he deals with it, he may be in a 
Position to avail himself of the facilities afforded 
by having .a Registered Title, can do so without 
any present cost, by allowing the fees to remain 
unpaid until sueh dealing takes place. He will 
then be in a position to Mortgage, Transfer, 
Lease, or otherwise deal with his land at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Any Title, however long and complex, 
may he investigated at a cost to the applicant of 
■ prdy Five Sh'diings ; for if the title is rejected, 
■all fees are returned, with the exception of that 
amount. 

■Certificates of Title are Absouttely In- 
defeasible. 

Under the Old System 

■of Conveyancing, if a single deed is lost, the 
title is in many cases rendered absolutely defec- 
tive, and therefore unmarketable, while in others 
it can only he rectified at great cost. Persons 
■who bring their land under the Act surrender 
all their deeds, and receive in exchange a certifi- 
cate of title, a duplicate of which is retained in 
the office. If the certificate in the possession of 
the registered proprietor is at any time lost, or 
destroyed by fire. &c. , a new certificate is sup- 
plied by the Registrar at a sniall coat- 
All Tides are guaranteed by the Government, 

On all Conveyances by Deed 
under the old system, the cost of Registration in 
the Deeds Registry, over and above the soli- 
citor’s cn.lROE, is never leas than fifteen siul- 
LINGS, frequently very nmeh more ; wliilo laud 
which has been brought under the provisions of 
the Land Transfer Act can he transferred .at a 
total cost op f.leven shillings where a whole 
section is conveyed ; and where only part is con- 
veyed, (and therefore a fresh certificate of tit.le 
necessitated,) of TimiTY-ONE .siiiLLi'-'ns, which 
is the HIGHEST sh.m allowed oy the Act, no 
matter what the value or area of tho land,
